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Librarian's  Report 


The  Jackson  Public  Library  was  open  89  days  from  Jan- 
uary 3  to  December  26,  1959.  We  circulated  1855  books 
and  magazines  which  was  an  increase  of  81%  in  our  cir- 
culation over  the  previous  year. 

This  increase  was  due  primarily  to  one  thing  -  supplying 
this  librarian  for  the  first  time  in  his  ten  years  of  service , 
with  funds  to  buy  books,  on  the  spot,  at  Boston's  leading 
wholesaler.  The  purchases  included  children's  standard  and 
contemporary  books,  bargains  in  light  fiction  for  teenagers 
and  adults,  current  works  of  lasting  value  and  badly  need- 
ed reference  works.  Non -fiction,  in  most  cases,  was  too 
expensive  for  our  limited  book  budget. 

The  results  are  encouraging.  We  hope  all  future  library 
budgets  will  include  necessary  funds  for  an  annual  book 
buying  budget. 

A  candy  store  or  a  clothing  store  succeeds  only  with 
fresh  stock.  A  library  is  the  same,  no  matter  how  small. 
It  can  only  succeed  with  fresh  stocks  of  knowledge  and  en- 
tertainment. 

The  library  was  open  from  2  to  4  PM  on  Saturdays  for 
most  of  the  year.  From  late  June  to  September  14  it  was 
open  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  from  2  to  4  PM. 

The  welcome  Bookmobile  made  its  usual  visits  every 
other  month  with  some  fiction,  non-fiction  and  children's 
books.  It  was  particularly  helpful  this  year  with  non-fiction 
and  pre -school  books. 

Our  circulating  magazines:  American  Home,  Atlantic 
Monthly,  Coronet,  Field  &  Stream,  Good  Housekeeping, 
Holiday,  Jack  &  Jill,  Ladies  Home  Journal,  McCalls,  Red- 
book,  Reader's  Digest  and  Saturday  Evening  Post. 

We  are  grateful  to  Bertha  F.  Rogers  for  Holiday  and 
Reader's  Digest  Concensed  Books  -  always  good  reading. 

A  new  feature,  a  story  hour  by  Nancy  Freeman,  for 
three  different  age  groups,  has  been  most  successful.  It  is 
a  welcome  addition  to  our  library  service.

5i  To  choose  an  Auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Commit- 
tees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  there- 
to. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropraition  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  State  equalization  fund 
together  with  other  income,  the  school  board  to  certify  to 
the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue 
and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  by  the  town. 

8.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Wardens 

PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 


The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  standpoint. 
New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation.  Fewer  acres 
were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  substantially  reduced  and 
damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a  minimum.  The  record  resulted 
from  a  combination  of  favorable  weather  conditions,  an  alert 
warden  service  and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,   there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note. 

o8°Jo,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by 
careless  smokers  and  debris  burners. 

1()%,  or  one  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent  minded 
individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  supervise  children 
and  keep  matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually  caused  these 
unnecessary  fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  extinguish  and  cause 
extensive  damage.  The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of 
fires  would  radically  change  this  picture.  The  rules  are  si mple.- 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest 
tire  warden  -  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes  from 
moving  vehicles  -  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  -  Use  your  town  dump  and  save 
yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and  financial.
